| I am not greatly in love with this 
|country to live in. but there should 
be some good opportunities at the close 
lof the war for yqung men who are 
willing to take advantage of them 
11% the opportunity occurs to me I 
wil] try and get out of the 8. A © 
and sce what I can do in civil life 
here for a while, but I +ould not) 
jthink of settling down in this coun- 
try 
“The summer is well advanced 
here and in the middie of the day the | 
heat ts almost unbearable. I use a) 
tent for an office, and it i like) 
an oven, in the middle’ of the day, | 
so'l do my work in the mornings 
and evenings and take refuge on the | 
bank of a small stream just t«low 
our camp in the middle of the day. | 
1 _-bardly know which is the worst,, 
ito be roasted alive or eaten up with 
| mosquitoes and all kinds of insects 
imaginable’ I use _a mosquito net. , 
and im that way get a little comfort, | 
but otherwise we could not vtand it!

On our way 
we found ourselves surrounded by a 
band of armed men, about 30 in num- 
ber, all armed, with the latest style 
of mfes.

pre-empted and large numbers were 
forced to hunt their fortunes else- 
where.
